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was  founded  in  1830,  and  tfye  former 
building  on  ^onge  Street  was 
erected  in  1834. 
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EGLINTON  METHODIST  CHURCH,  1834—1924. 


History  of  Eglinton  Methodist  Church 


N  October  16th,  1830,  a  half  acre  lot  with  a  frontage  of  132  feet  on  the  east  side  of 


Yonge  Street  was  conveyed  from  Jesse  Ketchum,  tanner,  of  the  township  of  York  to 


v^-^  Peter  Lawrence,  Daniel  McDougall,  George  Bond,  William  Snider,  Sheldon  Ward,  Wil- 
liam Hill  and  Thomas  Hill,  the  original  trustees  of  Eglinton  Methodist  Church.  The  purchase 
price  was  £12  10s  (about  $61.00),  and  the  deed  was  registered  in  the  Home  district,  County  of 
York  Registry  Office  on  Aug.  21,  1832.  The  earliest  specific  recorded  reference  to  this 
historic  church  is  found  in  the  fly  leaf  of  a  Bible  dated  Dec.  26,  1830,  now  the  property  of 
S.  J.  Douglas,  Superintendent  of  the  Sabbath  School.  The  inscription  reads  as  follows:  — 
"No.  3  S.  S.  Union,  lot  No.  4,  west  of  Yonge  Street."  We  know  that  there  were  held  at 
that  time  regular  religious  services  in  a  little  log  school  house  on  the  west  side  of  Yonge 
Street  near  its  present  intersection  with  Glencairn  Avenue. 

It  was  not,  however,  until  1834  that  a  brick  church  was  built  on  the  Ketchum  lot  by 
a  small  group  of  Wesleyan  Methodists.  Before  completion  a  fire  broke  out  and  so  smeared 
the  building  that  a  coat  of  plaster  was  added  to  make  it  presentable.  To-day  the  old  church 
on  the  east  side  of  Yonge  Street  at  Glengrove  Avenue  bears  silent  but  eloquent  testimony 
to  the  faith  and  devotion  of  the  men  and  women  who  first  worshipped  there  90  years  ago. 
The  front  part  (about  35'  x  50')  stands  to-day  as  it  was  originally  used.  About  sixty  years 
ago  a  wing  (20'  x  55')  was  added  to  the  east  end  of  the  church,  and  a  Sunday  School  room 
erected.  An  extension  of  the  latter  on  the  north  side,  to  provide  for  a  library,  infant  class, 
and  kitchen,  was  made  during  the  superintendency  of  Mr.  Ambrose  Kent.  A  wing  on  the 
south  side,  thus  enlarging  the  main  school  room,  came  at  a  later  date.  The  rooms  for  the 
Primary  and  Junior  Departments  were  constructed  during  the  Great  War  and  were  intended 
to  serve  temporarily,  relieving  congestion  until  a  new  church  could  be  built. 

Yonge  Street  circuit  when  it  was  formed  in  1805  extended  from  Lake  Ontario  to  Lake 
Simcoe.  Rev.  Daniel  Picket  was  minister  for  two  years,  the  membership  being  30  in  1806, 
his  second  year.  In  1830  when  the  history  of  our  congregation  begins,  there  was  a  mem- 
bership on  this  circuit  of  513.  In  1834  when  the  Yonge  Street  (Eglinton)  church  was  built 
there  were  842  members  on  the  circuit. 

Until  about  30  years  ago,  when  a  Baptist  church  was  built  on  the  corner  of  Castlefield 
Avenue  and  Yonge  Street,  there  was  no  other  church  in  the  community,

CHRONOLOGICAL  RECORD 

1830 — York  township  had  a  population  of 
3,127. 

1834 — Newmarket  was  "set  off"  from  the 
Yonge  Street  circuit.  York,  a  town 
since  1792,  became  the  City  of  To- 
ronto, population  8,731  in  1833. 
Two  weeklies,  The  Advocate  and 
York  Correspondent  were  then  pub- 
lished in  Toronto. 

1836 —  York   Township    Municipal  Council 

formed.  In  the  early  days,  lacking 
public  buildings,  meetings  were 
held  for  the  most  part  in  taverns 
which  were  to  be  found  along 
Yonge  Street  on  nearly  every  cor- 
ner between  Lake  Ontario  and  Hol- 
land Landing. 

1837 —  Montgomery's  tavern,  located  where 

our  present  north-end  post  office 
now  stands,  was  burned  in  the 
rebellion  of  that  year. 
1839 — First  official  reference  in  a  Mission- 
ary Report  in  which  E  glint  on 
Church  was  referred  to  as  the 
' '  Brick  Church ' '  appointment. 

Presentation  to  the  Sunday  School 
of  a  small  library  by  Jesse  Ketchum 
(see  illustration),  who  later  en- 
dowed the  Upper  Canada  Bible 
Society  with  a  fund  for  providing 
Bibles  to  Toronto  Sunday  School 
scholars. 

Conference  which  met  in  Ham- 


ilton in  the  month  of  June  de- 
cided to  celebrate  jointly  with 
brethren  in  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States  the  Centenary  of 
Methodism  by  holding  special  relig- 
ious services  on  October  25th;  and 
in  addition  decided  that  there 
should  be  a  general  pecuniary  con- 
tribution to  be  applied  to  special 
purposes:  50  per  cent,  for  the  sup- 
port of  Superannuated  Preachers, 
20  per  cent,  to  furnishing  parson- 
ages, 20  per  cent,  to  the  Book 
Boom  and  10  per  cent,  for  Mission- 
ary and  other  Conference  purposes. 
Rev.  John  Ryerson,  Book  Steward, 
was  appointed  Treasurer  for  this 
special  fund. 

1841— Rev.    Egerton   Rverson,  D.D.,  LL.D. 

(1803-1882),  the  first  editor  of 
The  Christian  Guardian  when  it 
was  founded  in  1829,  became  Su- 
perintendent of  Education  in  Up- 
per Canada. 

Conference  went  on  record  as 
' '  aggrieved  at  the  unmerited  in- 
justice done  to  the  Wesleyan 
Methodist  Church  in  Canada  and 
other  legally  recognized  denom- 
inations of  Christians  in  Up- 
per Canada  by  the  unequal  and 
unjust  provisions  of  the  Clergy  Re- 
serves Act. ' ' 

1844 — The  Toronto  Globe  founded,  a  week- 
ly newspaper  issued  on  Tuesdays.

1850 — In  this  year,  for  some  unknown 
reason,  the  name  ' '  Brick  Church ' 7 
was  superceded  by  the  name 
' 1  Yonge  Street  Church ' '  appoint- 
ment. In  June  of  this  year,  Eev. 
Nathan  Bangs,  D.D.,  who  in  his 
early  ministry  spent  about  a  year 
travelling  the  Yonge  Street  circuit, 
attended  the  Annual  Conference  at 
Brockville.  The  following  reference 
appears  in  the  minutes :  ' '  The  inter- 
est of  our  proceedings  have  been 
greatly  increased  by  the  presence 
of  the  representative  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bangs 
— the  historian  of  Methodism  in 
America,  and  the  founder  of  some 
of  its  most  important  institutions 
— a  man  who  nearly  50  years  ago 
was  converted  and  called  into 
the  Methodist  ministry  in  this 
Province — who  laboured  several 
years  here  with  great  self-sacrifice 
and  success  and  who  now,  in  the 
eventide  of  his  long  ministerial 
career,  returns  to  us,  finding  us 
multiplied  from  six  to  nearly  200 
ministers,  and  unimpaired  himself 
in  mental  power  and  mature  in  the 
perfection  of  Christian  love — 
thrilling  our  hearts  with  the  de- 
tails of  early  itinerancy  in  Canada, 
cheering  us  with  the  statements  of 
the  spread  of  the  work  in  the 
United  States,  and  edifying  us  in 
the  ministrations   of   the   Word. ' ' 

The  original  ' '  Model  Deed ' '  be- 
tween Joseph  Bloor,  Sarah  Bloor 
and  the  Trustees  of  the  Yorkville 
congregation  of  the  Wesleyan 
Methodist  Church  in  Canada,  was 
recorded  in  the  York  Registry  Of- 
fice on  May  24th.  In  this  year,  for 
some  unknown  reason,  the  term 
{ '  Brick  Church  ' '  was  superceded 
by  the  name  ' '  Yonge  Street 
Church ' '  appointment. 

1853— Yorkville  (Bloor  to  St.  Clair  and 
flanking  Yonge  Street  on  both 
sides)  was  incorporated  as  a  vil- 
lage. The  Daily  Leader  began  pub- 
lication. 

1856 —  Eglinton  Post  Office  established  on 

Eeb.  1st,  (it  was  closed  on  Dec. 
28th,  1915).  Rev.  H.  Scadding, 
D.D.  in  his  ''Toronto  of  Old" 
published  in  1873,  states  that  Eg- 
linton (at  first  spelled  Eglington) 
was  named  after  the  Earl  of  Eg- 
lington ..."  a  curious  stray  mem- 
orial of  the  tournament  in  Ayr- 
shire which  made  a  noise  in  1839." 

1857 —  The  name  ' '  Eglinton  ' '  first  appears 

in  the  Minutes  of  Conference.  In 
that  year  the  ministers  on  Yonge 
Street  circuit  were    stationed  as 


follows :  Henry  Wilkinson,  Eglin- 
ton; John  Hunt,  Willowdale;  E.  B. 
Ryckman  and  A.  Dean,  Thornhill. 
Eglinton  appears  to  have  been  the 
head  of  the  circuit. 

1859 — The  circuit  was  divided  into  Yonge 
Street  North  and  Yonge  Street 
South,  the  latter  being  composed  of 
seven  appointments :  Eglinton,  As- 
bury,  Searboro,  Clarks,  York,  New- 
ton and  Erwins. 

1865 —  In  the  church  year  ending  April  30, 

1865,  there  were  13  classes  in  the 
Sunday  School  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  69.  That  year  26,861 
verses  were  recited;  Andrew  Har- 
ton  1275,  Emily  Cosford  1195  and 
Ellen  Snider  1180.  Two  scholars, 
Andrew  and  Joseph  Harton  were 
present  every  Sunday.  It  is  a  note- 
worthy fact  that  both  of  these 
brothers  to-day  have  sons  in  the 
Christian  ministry. 

1866—  Celebration    of    the    Centenary  of 

American  Methodism. 

1873 — Yonge  Street  South  circuit  had  a 
membership  of  254.  Rev.  Wm.  J. 
Jolliffe,  the  junior  minister  that 
year,  and  to-day  the  oldest  living 
pastor  of  our  church,  reports  that 
in  his  day  the  choir  gallery  and 
organ  were  located  over  the  west 
entrance  of  the  church,  both  tran- 
septs at  the  east  end  being  occupied 
by  pews.  Mrs.  Jolliffe,  nee  Clara 
Robinson,  then  a  member  of  the 
choir,  was  born  on  Eglinton  Avenue 
near  the  site  of  the  Eglinton  Hunt 
Club.  In  this  same  year  Yonge 
Street  Centre  circuit  was  "set  off  " 
from  Yonge  Street  North. 

1880 — -There  were  six  preaching  appoint- 
ments in  this  year  when  the  circuit 
was  divided,  Eglinton  becoming  a 
separate  station.  The  Christian 
Guardian,  issue  of  May  26th  con- 
tained a  report  of  the  Quarterly 
Official  meeting  of  Yonge  Street 
South  circuit  held  on  Tuesday,  May 
4th  at  which  Eglinton  church  of- 
ficials requested  that  ' '  Eglinton  be 
'  set  off '  as  an  independent  station. ' ' 
After  a  lengthy  discussion  a  reso- 
lution to  that  effect  was  carried. 
At  the  following  Conference,  Rev. 
H.  M.  Manning  was  appointed 
minister.  He  remained  for  two 
years  and  during  his  pastorate  the 
parsonage  on  Blythwood  Road, 
then  known  as  Victoria  Avenue,  was 
built. 

1886-7— In  May,  1886,  Ambrose  Kent,  who 
had  been  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  for  nearly  12  years 
moved  to  the  city.    He  was  suc-

ceeded  by  J.  C.  Laidlaw,  and  on 
October  16th,  1S37,  S.  J.  Douglas 
was  appointed  to  the  position  which 
he  still  occupies.  Thus  we  have 
had  only  three  Sunday  School 
Superintendents  during  the  past 
half  century. 

During  Mr.  Kent 's  regime  great 
progress  was  made.  Sir  Wil- 
liam Gage,  then  a  bachelor,  taught 
the  Senior  Bible  Class  for  a  time. 
Xames  which  appear  on  an  illumin- 
ated address  presented  to  Mr. 
Kent  prior  to  his  departure  include 
those  of  J.  C.  Laidlaw,  W.  J. 
Douglas,  S.  J.  Douglas,  S.  B. 
Lawrence,  Alonzo  Snider,  Alonzo 
Brown  and  others. 

1889 —  The  village  of  Xorth  Toronto  was 

incorporated,  the  territory  includ- 
ing the  unincorporated  villages  of 
Davisville  and  Eglinton. 

1890 —  Town  of  Xorth  Toronto  incorporated. 

1912 — Xorth  Toronto  became  a  part  of  the 
city  of  Toronto. 

]914_The  site  (150'  x  266')  for  a  new 
church  on  the  south  side  of  Shel- 
drake Boulevard  was  purchased. 

1924 — Closing  Services  in  the  old  church 
on  December  14th.  Rev.  H.  M. 
Manning,  preacher  at  the  morning 
service  and  Rev.  R.  J.  Fallis  at  the 
evening. 

CHURCH  UNION  AMONG  BRANCHES 
OF  THE  METHODIST  CHURCH 

1828  In  this  year  connection  with  the  Gen- 
esee Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal    Church    was  dissolved 


and  at  their  Conference  in  October 
Upper  Canada  Methodists  took  the 
name  ' '  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  Canada. 

1833 —  Union  with    the    British  Wesleyan 

Methodist  Conference  was  effected, 
the  church  in  Canada  being  known 
as  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church 
in  British  Xorth  America. 

1834 —  A  small  group  who  were  dissatisfied 

with  this  union  organized  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in 
Canada. 

1841 — Union  was  dissolved  with  the  British 
Wesleyans.  In  the  same  year  there 
was  a  union  of  Canadian  Wes- 
leyans and  English  Xew  Connexion 
Methodists  under  the  name  ' '  Can- 
adian Wesleyan  Methodist  Xew 
Connexion  Church. 

1847 — Renewal  of  the  union  between  the 
Canadian  and  British  Wesleyan 
Conferences.  There  was  a  small 
body  of  dissenters,  who  formed  the 
Xew  Connexion  body. 

1874— The  "Methodist  Church  of  Canada" 
was  formed  from  a  union  between 
the  Wesleyans  of  Canada,  Wes- 
leyans of  Eastern  British  America, 
and  Canadian  Wesleyan  Xew  Con- 
nexion Conferences.- 

1884— The  Primitive,  Episcopal,  and  Bible 
Christian  wings  of  the  Methodist 
Church  joined  with  the  ''Methodist 
Church  of  Canada''  to  form  the 
Church  as  it  now  stands. 

1925 — On  June  10th,  Congregationalists, 
Presbyterians  and  Methodists  join 
forces  under  the  name  ' '  United 
Church  of  Canada.

Particulars  of  the  New  Church 

THE  first  sod  was  turned  on  March  the  11th,  1924,  by  Mr.  S.  J.  Douglas,  Secretary 
of  the  Trustee  Board  and  the  corner-stone  was  laid  on  April  12th,  1924,  by  His 
Worship,  Mayor  W.  W.  Hilt?.  The  lot  has  a  frontage  of  200  feet  and  a  depth  of 
266  feet.  The  buildings  have  been  erected  on  the  easterly  150  feet  leaving  the  westerly  lot 
of  50  feet  in  addition  to  about  50  feet  to  the  rear  of  the  church  for  recreation  purposes. 

The  church  is  built  in  modern  classic  design  of  rug  brick  of  various  colours,  with  stone 
trimmings  and  ornamental  brickwork.  The  brick  is  laid  up  in  lime  and  cement  mortar  with 
wide  joints.  The  church  auditorium  is  lighted  by  clerestory  windows  and  has  side  aisles 
extending  beyond  the  masonry  piers  of  the  clerestory  walls,  making  four  aisles  in  all.  Church 
accommodation  has  been  provided  for  850  people  including  the  choir. 

The  Sunday  School  building  is  erected  to  harmonize  with  the  church  building  and  is 
built  at  the  rear  of  the  church.  It  is  a  two  storey  building  with  a  corridor  on  both  floors 
between  the  church  and  Sunday  School  buildings  to  provide  separate  exits  for  each  floor. 
The  Sunday  School  is  a  fully  equipped  departmental  school.  In  addition  to  rooms  for  social 
purposes  there  are  on  the  ground  floor  three  separate  and  distinct  schools  for  the  Beginners, 
Primary  and  Junior  departments.  On  the  upper  floor  is  provided  three  distinct  and  complete 
departments  for  the  Senior  School :  Intermediate,  Young  People  and  Adult  departments.  The 
partitions  on  this  floor  are  furnished  with  sliding  doors  to  allow  the  whole  Senior  School  to 
have  the  opening  and  closing  exercises  together.  The  school  is  built  to  accommodate  a  total 
of  800  on  the  two  floors. 

The  entire  church  building  is  built  without  any  basement,  the  greatest  width  is  125  feet 
and  the  greatest  depth  is  180  feet. 

The  heating  appliance  consists  of  two  tubular  boilers  placed  outside  the  building  beneath 
the  driveway  on  the  east  of  the  building  with  the  accommodation  for  the  whole  season's 
supply  of  coal.  Accommodation  is  such  that  oil  burners  may  be  substituted  if  thought  ad- 
visable at  any  time. 

The  cost  of  the  building  including  the  furnishings,  equipment  and  site  is  about  $185,000.00. 
The  architects  were  Messrs.  Horwood  and  White  of  Toronto.
